SECOND PICKING COTTON WAGE SET AT $4.50 


Maximum wage rate of $4.50 

per hundred pounds of picked cot- 
ton for the second picking of the 
crop in the San Joaquon valley 
was set this week by the Regional 
Wage Stabalization board, accord- 
ing to L. D. Flory, chairman, Tu- 
lare County PMA committee. 
_ The ceiling wage was set by 
unanimous decision of the tri- 
partite body and has been issued 
as an amendment to Area Ceil- 
ing Determination 2, Mr. Flory 
states.

to the second picking. Employ-

The amendment, No. 1, covers 
Kern, Kings, Tulare, Fresno, Ma- 
dera, and Merced counties. It was 
based upon testimony offered by 
employers and workers in public 
hearings which the Regional 
board held at Fresno and Bakers- 
field to détermine the necessity 
for maximum wage rates on cot- 
ton picking. The $4.50 rate is 
a maximum wage and payment is 
not compulsory. 

Employers who engage workers 
for the second pick may’ pay any 
amount up to and including the 


ceiling without Regional board 


for approval of payment of higher 
rates are available at the Area of- 
fice of Howard Bloc, Agricultural 
Wage division, Room 324 of the 
post office building, 2309.

The board, it is stated, will 
prosecute any employer paying 
wage rates higher than the maxi- 
mum established in Area Ceiling 
Determination 2, as amended, for 
the first or second pick, unless 
prior board approval is secured.

Weed Control With Soil Sterilont 
Is Recommended During Winter Season _ 
But Certain Cautions Must Be Observed 


By Vincent H. Schweers, 
Farm Advisor 

Weed control with a soil steri- 
lant is an ideal way to control 
weeds on ditch banks,.along fence 
rows and around buildings. 

The soil should only be steri- 
lized in places where a crop will 
never be grown. -The chemical 
should not be applied near valu- 
able plants as the sterilants are 
toxic to shrubs and trees as well 
as annual and perennial plants. 
The sterilants should be applied 
to the soil at this time of year 
because rains are needed to carry 
it into the root zone of the plants 
to be killed. : 

On light sandy soils the weeds 
are generally not controlled for 
as long a period as on the heavier 
type soils. Since there are several 
materials available for this type 
of work the best recommendation 
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for the amount of material to use 4 
is given on the container. Grows | 
ers should read the labels care~_ 
fully because some of the ma- | 
terials are poisonous while others | 
may be fire hazards. 

If the material is applied as a 
spray the sprayer should be | 
cleaned thoroughly as most of the © 
sprays have a tendency to corrode — 
the sprayer tank and parts. 

Sodium TCA and 1PC are 
temporary soil sterilants and 
should not be confused with the 
permanent types. These remain 
in the soil for only several months — 
and a crop can be planted after — 
that time. e

GRESS MADE AGAINST BANG'S DISEASE 


diseases attacking our domestic 
animals. Just before World War 
II broke out, the campaign against 
brucellosis had reduced the num- 
ber of infected animals in the 
United States to less: than two 
and one-half percent. 


During the ‘war years, when 
veterinarians were called into 
service, the number rose to about 
five percent. The most recent 
check showed: that about three 
percent of all cattle tested na- 
tionally were found to be reactors. 
However, the rate of infection in 
California is much higher than 
the national average. 


A statewide Bang’s Disease 
committee. is coordinating the 
fight against the disease in Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Kenneth G. McKay, 
extension veterinarian, is serving 
on the committee, which is sched- 
uled to meet in January to con- 
sider all recent developments in 


the battle against brucellosis.

Delegates to the Organized 
Sportsmen of California, Inc., met 
in Fresno last weekend to coordin- 


ate various suggestions on fishing | 


and hunting regulations for next 
year. The delegates represented 
practically every sportsmen’s club 
in the state with Earl Gray at- 
tending from Porterville. 

The proposals will be presented 
at the fish and game commission 
meeting in San Francisco on Janu- 
ary 4. Recommendations will be 
accepted by the commissioners 
from other sources at that time, 
and then on January 25, the com- 
mission will officially adopt the 
new regulations after having re- 
viewed all ideas submitted, and 
they will become effective March 
1st. 

FEW CHANGES SUGGESTED 

Sportsmen have apparently been 
more or less satisfied with present 
regulations as only minor changes 
were suggested. One approved rec- 
ommendation was to change the 
legal hunting and fishing time to 
actual clock hours instead of a 
period before sunrise and after 
sunset. 

Also approved was the request 
for all fishing and hunting sea- 
sons to open on Saturdays, which 
would bring the summer trout 
season to May 3 next year, that 
being the nearest Saturday to 
May 1. 

Proposal was adopted to _ re- 
quest a black bear season to open 
with the Sierra deer season and 
close December 31. Cottontail 
rabbit season for April and May 
in addition to the fall season. 

WILDLIFE BOARD CHANGE 
_ The California Wildlife Con- 
servation board, the state agency 
given a legislative appropriation 
of $15,000,000 in horse race rev- 
enue to invest in fish and game 
projects will engage Everett BE. 
Horn as cordinator on January 1 
to replace Seth Gordon, consul- 
tant. 

Gordon is the newly appointed 
director of the new department of 
fish and game and Horn will re- 
tire from the U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life at year’s end. 

The wildlife board approved an 
appropriation of $50,000 to in- 
itiate a coastal angling access 
program which should receive a 
round of applpause from sports- 
men. A recent survey revealed 
that over 75 percent of Califor- 
nia’s long coastline is privately 
owned and practically all closed to 
the public. 

Another few years might see 
further private property expan- 
sion along our ocean beaches to 
the extent the public will be prac- 
tically barred from coastal fish- 
ing, shellfishing and other rec- 
reation unless steps are taken to 
secure public access now. Ap- 
parently that first step has been 
taken, even though somewhat of a 
toddling and uncertain step. 

PIGEON SEASON SOON 

The second half of the wild 
pigeon season opens December 17 
and reports have been received on 
the presence of a few scattered 
flocks of birds. In Tulare county 
around California Hot Springs, 
Three Rivers and Blue Ridge.
